Woman Says Neighbors of Mrs. 
Kraus Knew All About 
Her Death. 














John Stapp, who says he is less than 
16 years old, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday that he stabbed and 
killed Mrs. Tillie Kraus, wife of a gro- 
cer at 3362 South Broadway because |hiis 
$9 a week salary was not sufficient for 
his needs and he wanted more money to 
spend at the summer gardens. 

Stapp looks clder than the 15 years 
he claims. His only sign of feeling 
since his arrest was shown Monday 
when he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“T guess I’m in pretty bad.”’ 

He has dark hair and very heavy dark 
eyebrows, which almost meet in the 
center. His brown eyes are shifty, and 
they never meet the gaze of a ques- 
tioner. His statements are made hesi- 
tatingly and in a tone little above a 
whisper. 

“I wanted some money,” said he. 
“T’ve been working as a teamster for 
$9 a week. My mother has four children 
besides me, but I didn’t turn much of 
my money in at home. I like to have a 
good time and I wanted something to 
spend at the summer gardens. 

“I don't know just why I stabbed 
Mrs. Kraus. I got her by the neck 
first. I just wanted to rob her, that’s 
all. I don’t think I could have got the 
best of her if I hadn’t used the knife. 
She didn’t struggle much, but she was 
pretty strong. 

Beer Made Him Feel “Funny.” 

“I drank some beer beforerl went 
there. Not much, but enough to make 
me feel funny. I got it from a saloon 
at Kosciusko and Cherokee streets. A 
bigger boy went in for it and we drank 
it in the yard back of the saloon.” 
The outcome of the inquest’'’will go 
far in determining in what court the 
boy shall be tried. The final decision on 
this point will be made by Judge Wil- 
liams of the Juvenile Court, who now 
has the question under advisement. 
Judge Williams of the Juvenile Court 
said, Monday: 

“Stapp will be tried in the Juvenile 
Court, whatever the charge in the in- 
formation against him may be.” 

The inquest into the death of Mrs. 
Kraus was halted Monday because of 
the startling statement of a _ witness, 
Mrs. Mary Melcher, of 3361 South Sec- 
ond street. 


Talked of Crime in Saloon. 

She said that Stapp went to Schal- 
lert’s saloon at Second and De Kalb 
streeta and washed the blood from his 
hands. While there, according to her 
testimony, Stapp told cof the stabbing 
and upbraided Alfer Meyer of 3406 Cher- 
okee street for failing to keep an al- 
leged agreement by which they were to 
act together in robbing Mrs. Kraus. 

Deputy Coroner Lloyd regarded her 
testimony as so important that he con- 
tinued the inquest until 9 a. m. Tues- 
day and instructed the police to bring 





in Meyer and all of those who heard the 
saloon conversation or talked about it 
before Stapp's arrest. 


According to Mrs. Melcher, young 





Stapp, at the time Mrs. Kraus lay fatal- 
ly wounded, was standing at the wash- 
stand in the saloon talking freely of the 
deed which he had just committed. 


The proprietor of tne saloon is a 
brother of Fred Schallert, whose wife is 
Stapp’s sister. From the saloon Stapp 
went to the home of Fred Schallert, 
where he was arrested the next day. 
The Coroner belleves§ that Stapp 
was shielded and that there may be 
grounds for the arrest of certain per- 
sons as accessories to the murder. 
Mrs. Melcher has promised to tell the 
names of those who spoke to her of 
the crime a short time after it was 
committed. 

She says that she saw Stapp across 
a vacant lot about 12:10 p. m. Wednes. 
day. She noticed that his hands were 
bloody and she saw him enter Schal- 
lert’'s saloon. 

At the inquest an unusual effort 
was made to determine whether there 
was a motive other than _ robbery. 
Nothing was brought out except that 
Mrs. Kraus had known young Stapp 
for several years and that he fre. 
quently made purchases at the store 
for his mother. He was in the store 
half an hour before the stabbing, but 
remained there only a few minutes. 


Asked for Brick Cheese, 





He had his mother’s credit book with 
him, but Mrs. Kraus told him that he 
would have to pay cash. 

When he returned the second time he 
asked for a dime’s worth of brick 
cheese and showed Mrs. Kraus the 
money. She cut the cheese, wrapped it 
and was handing it to him when he 
caught her by the neck, pulled her 
toward him and plunged the kaife into 
her left side. It penetrated & the ab- 
dominal cavity. She ‘die@ two days 
later at the Lutheran Hospital.

HINDU MOB BURNS CHURCH. 


Missionaries Attacked and 


Houses Looted in India. 


LAHORE, British India, May 6.—The 
Hindu outbreak at Rawalpindi appears 
to have been anti-Christian as well as 
anti-Europe. The mission buildings 
were the special object of the fury of 
the rioters. An attack was made on 
the American miasion church. The mob 
burned the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation Hall, looted and damaged the 
houses of the missionaries and violent- 
ly assaulted native Christians in’ the 
streets. 

A riotous outbreak under the leader- 
ship of Findu students has occurred 
at Armitzar, about thirty miles from 
Lahore. :

AIDED HIM IN CAMPAIGN 


She Got the Credit for His Re- 
election After a Bitter 
Contest, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BANCROFT, Mich? May 6.—The little 
village of Bancroft, stirred for the first 
time from its simple serenity by scandal, 
believes implicitly in the innocence of 


legislator accused of complicity in the 
death of Miss Edith Prseiag heiress 
and Senate stenographer, who died 
after an operation in a Detroit sanitari- 
um. They admit that Ward and Miss 
Presley were close friends, but say that 
their relations were such as any mar- 
ried man has a right io assume towards 
a girl. The interested friends of the 
young legislator are assisting the au- 
thorities in running down clues said to 
implicate two other legisintors whese 
first names begin with “C,” the initial 
signed to the letters found in the girl's 
room after her death. 

The family of Mr. Ward, as well as 
the wife herself, are loy&l to the ac- 
cused man. 

“I will not believe anything against 
Charley Werd unless I am ferced to 
by a confession fro his own lips,” 
said E. P. Shernian, banker and capi- 
talist of Bancroft, and brother of. Mra. 
Ward. ‘“‘Edith Presley was more a friend 
of my sister, Ward’s wife, than of Char- 
ley. I have never, in all the time I 
have known Miss Presley, seen one act 
to arouse the least suspicion. 

Innocent, Banker Says. 

“When the Legislature convened, my 
sister and her husband moved to Lan- 
sing. Up to that time they had made 
their home with us. Miss Presley spent 
considerable time with us during their 
stay here. She was familiar with Char- 
ley, but she_-maintined. that attitude to- 
ward all the men she met in a political 
way. whe was the best woman politi- 
cian in Lansing, and had wonderful 
success in the handling of facts and 
discussion of events. Her memory was 
marvelous in its grasp on the political 
history of the State, even to the stand 
each politician had taken on various 
matters. 

“She was far from being a pretty 
woman, but her manner was charming 
and irresistible. She was a strong po- 
litical factor in shaping the political 
destiny of the State.’’ 

During last fall Miss Presley became 
an almost dominant factor in Bancroft 
Charles Ward had the crucial political 
battle of his life on his hands. 

Twice in the period of two years he 
had been victorious in his campaigns 
for a seat in the Legislature. Each 
time he had made a splendid fight. In 
his opening battle of 1902, when but $31 
years of age, he triumphed over a sup- 
osedly invincible incumbent of the of- 
ice he sought. ee 

Girl His Political Aid. 
In the compaign for re-election in 1$J4 


the contest was bitter. Ward was as- 
sailed by gossip and rumors. His op- 
ponents referred to certain unnamed 
women in the county, but never got 
enough evidence to warrant their mak- 
ing specific attacks. So far from hurt- 
ing the cause of the young Bancrofter 
he was re-elected by a majority of 2500, 
whereas his former majority had been 
but 548. 

The third campaign approached, and 
the Democrats inaugurated a campaign 
which omitted not a man in the distriet, 
Ward's future was at stake. He called 
on Edith Presley and she came prompt- 
ly to his aid. 

She knew all the politicians. She was 
a halil-fellow-well-met, and called them 
all by their first names. Even ih Mrs. 
Ward’s presence she called Mr. Ward 
“‘Charley.”’ 

When Ward went to Lansing he se- 
cured a position in the capitol library for 
a Bancroft girl. This girl became intl- 
mate with Edith Presley, and through 
her Mrs. Ward and wdith became good 
friends, and were together much, both 
at Bancroft and at the capital. The 
gjri even invited men friends to the 
Ward home in both cities for enter- 
ta'nment. 

Really Re-Elected Him. 


It was in the height of the campaign 
of last fall that Miss Presley came here 
to assist Ward. She made her home 
with the family and aided in a pDer- 
sonal canvass of the entire district 
She furnished much of the material 
for the literature sent out by mail, her 
remarkable memory being used to «ood 
advantage. Three other girls whom 
Ward had favored in the way of 4p- 
pointments to positions at Lansing as- 
sisted in flooding the district with '‘it- 
erature. : 
Citizens of Bancroft believe that it 
was due to Miss Presley’s indefatiga- 
ble efforts at that time that Ward was 
re-elected, despite the scandal which 
encompassed -his name. In the face 
of the hottest fight in the history of 
the district his majority was 169, and 
he plunged into politics as a life work, 
abandoning all his private enterprises. 
Ward came from Duquoin, Ll, 16 
years ago and entered the law depart- 
ment of the University of Michigan, 
from which he graduated, and wedded 
the daughter of Roger Sherman, the 
Bancroft banker.

ARCHBISHOP. 1S 
10 GET REO HAT 


Plan to Extend Pope’s Tempo- 
ral Power May Raise St. 
Louis Prelate. » 


According to a news-story sent out 
from New York Archbishop Glennon 
is looked upon by those. in close 
touch with Vatican affairs as one of 
the ‘most likely candidates in the 
United States for the red hat of Car- 
dinal. 

For the last year it has been insist- 
ently reported that the Pope was de- 
sirous of making three more Ameri- 
can cardinals and this latest report 
comes in connection with the sory 
ef a gigantic plan.for the restoration 
of the temporal power of the Pope 
through American capital and enter- 
prise. 

In the news story from New York 
it is stated that the plan of R. C. Ker- 
ans of St. Louis and others to buy 
a tract of land reaching from the 
Vatican at Rome to the sea for the 
Pope is but the preface of an effort 
to give a sovereignty to the Pope 
that will be recognized by other na- 
tions as formerly. 

Archbishop Not Advised. 


In discussing this report Archbish- 
op Glennon told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he- was fgnorant-of such 
a movement, . 

‘I read the reports with much in- 
terest,” he said, “but I have heard 
nothing about the plan.” 

In the reports Archbishop Glennon 
was mentioned as one of the origin- 
ators of the idea. When asked about 
this he said smilingly, ‘““‘What would 
I have to do with such a plan; we 
are building a cathedral now.” 

The plan outlined in the more re- 
cent dispatches is one of great pro- 
portions. Some $40.000,000 is proposed 
to be raised by Catholics in America, 
the theory being that the Vatican, out 
of gratitude, would give three more 
cardinals to America. It is in this 
connection 
is named as one of the Archbishops in 
the United States most likely to re- 
ceive the honor. 

Overtures to Government. 


It is said that overtures have been 
inade to the Italian government con- 
cerning the recognition of sovereignty 
rights of the Pope over the strip of 
land from Rome to the Mediterranean, 
and that the Italian government has 
shown a friendly. disposition. 

The Italian highways, and streets 
assing through the tract, are to be 
owered and raised so that the Pope 
may not be disturbed in the privacy 
of his little Kingdom, At the seaport 
will be a landing where visiting rul- 
ers may arrive and depart. Visitors 
to the Vatican thus will be able to 
reach the Pope without goine to 
Rome first. Raliiroads now passing 
through the tract are to be lowered 
and a station built underground at 
which the visitors can step off on the 
property of the Vatican.

It is 
not in the least like water, and, in 
short, is not water; yet water con- 
sists of these two elements in exactly 
the same propértions as_ those in 
which they are present in the tube in 
question. This ¢an be readily proved 
by simply passing an electric spark 
through the tube. The result is that the 
Bases disappear, and there is found in 
their place a drop or two of water. 
This drop of water consists of the very 
pases that were present in the mix- 
ture, and can, if necessary, be decom- 
posed, with the reproduction of the 
‘mixture as before. What, then, con-

There are 2000 
young students on the university rolls.

“tutions, will help to lead the war 
against the liquor interests. 
Representative Pemberton, who intro- 
duced the anti-saloon and anti-whisky 
drug store bill, which passed the House 
‘of Representatives by an overwhelming 
vote, is the official representative of 
Booné County in the General Assembly. 
He says that while the “Big Cinch” 
at home is upholding the cause of the 
breweries and distilleries, three out of 
four persons in Boone County desire 
the removal of the saloons trom the 
vicinity of the university. 
Byvidently Mr. Pemberton is at serious

bia friends, for today’s trains brought 
to Jefferson City college professors, sa- 
loon keepers, editors, business men and 
politicians of all degrees, who are de- 
termined that the Pemberton bill shall 
not become a law. 

No legislation of consequence aimed 
at the liquor interests has passed the 
General Assembly. Because of this fact 
the Columbia lobby is encouraged in 
the hope that the Legislature will look 
lightly on the efforts of Mr. Pemberton 
and his associates to put the saloons out 
of commission.

GEN. JOSEPH HUDSON DEAD. 


Noted Kansas Editor Passes

Gen. Hudson was born at Carrollton 
in Carroll County, O., in 1840. He was 
educated in Salem, Columbia County, 
O., where his father, John Hudson, was 
editor and publisher of the Anti-Slavery 
Bugle, the chief advocate of the .West- 
ern Anti-Slavery Society. 

Gen. Hudson enlisted az a private at 
the age of 21 and rose rapidly to the 
rank of Major. He was a member of 
Jim Lane’s brigade. His newspaper 
career began in Kansas in lod as edi- 
tor and peope chor of the Kansas 
Farmer. In 1879 he became editor and 
owner of the Topeka State Capital. In 
1895 he was elected State Printer. 

Upon his appointment fn 1898 as Brig- 
adier-General of Volunteers he went to 
Tampa and Huntsville, served until fall 
and then returned again to take charge 
of the Daily Capital. In 1900 he left 
the newspaper field and engaged in 
land business, mostly in uri. 

The funeral will take Tuesday 
afternoon .at 2. o'clock. indoln Post 
No. 1, G. A. R., of which Gen. Hudson 
was a member, will have charge of the 
services at the grave. Interment will be 
in the family lot in Topeka.
